About the 15th of December 1937, at sbout 8 o'clock in the 
mornine I came out of a arocery store at North Tsv Sze An No, 
46, ( }) and I saw two Jap soldiers coring 
towards me, The Japs were or Pting Chinese civiliars into a 
lepor gang and I ecovld sce Lhat they asroady hed gestheree up 
a pang of abovt 30 Cninese civilians. The -inps orcered me to 
Stop, at the tire I nad 2 r.2e bowl in ny “aud and I stooped 
over to lay the bowi on & plemk,- the “ars ds¢ noc Lite my not 
stopping at once ana they slanosd me in the fece and race me 
join the labor garg, Je were rarcheé@ to Hsine Clyig Gate, 
Shakwan . ‘and ordersd vo remove the sand 
bags that hed been oiled un in front of tho cate by the Govorn- 
ment Troops during tne war, to block the way of tne Jans, The 
first day nassed withovt anything hapeening. Cn the seernd day 
I went to work again ond there I saw three of civilians working 
in the gang shot to deeth by the Japs, because they did not 
understand very well what the Japs had “old them to do, Then 
I made up my rind to run eway after I had finished the day's 
work, 
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On the next day, I was in the refugee zone and egain I was 
drefted by the Jans aloiug wich three others, We were ordered 
to carry luggage on a barboo pole for the Jans, One of us 
wes not strong enovgh to carry the load and he aszed the Japs 
if he covld be sent “hone. The Jans ordered him to kneel down 
and then bent this poor fellow to death with the bamboo pole. 


On ebovt the 23rd of Decerber I was livine in a hovse on 
Peipine Rond, and at anout 9 o'ciock in the rorning two Jan 
Officers and a few other Jap soldicrs came to ovr street with 
a Chinese and had this Chinese do the talkine for them, The 
Japs ordered all of the peonle in the reighborhood to core 
ovt of their houses and then had this Chinese teil them that 
they were all reqvired to ‘iake ovt residence certificates from 
the Jans, These peorle were also told that those that had 
oreviously worked for the Chinese 4 ay end those who were fit 
to do sore military service and those who hed been drafted into 
the Chinese labor gangs shovld step Forward. they were told that 
these peonle wovld be taken care of bv the Jans, They covld 
york for the Japs and that they wovld be naid for their work, 
vrovided with shelter and world be allowed to go home et any 
time they wanted to qrit the services of the Japs. Abovt 
fifty to sixty ptrsons then stenved forward in the line, Most 
of these people were homeless and jobiess and thought the 
Japanese wovnld do what they had nromised to do. I then went 
to ry home and watched from an upstairs window. I saw the Japs 
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march these fifty or sixty ren to the other end of the street 
known *s° » All of these fifty or sixty ren were 
lined up in © vacant lot alonesive of e pond of weter. They 
were all machine punred to death. I saw one still alive and 
struggling and then the Jans Sprayed gasoline on ell of them 
and burned them all, 


On ebout the 27th of Decerber at 10 o'clock in the rorning 
I was walking on Shenglial Road ang I saw a Jap soldier walk 
past a Chinese policeran atteched to the International Refugee 
Zone, The Policeran sali:ted tne Japanese as he nassed and the 
Jap ordered him ict to rove, tho policeran vas then baycneted 
in the abdomen ard dicé on the svot, 


This staterent was transiated to me in Chinese by Henry
